WASHINGTON (AP) — President Nixon say» he 
has worked out with South Vietnam “an orderly ocbed-. 
uled timetable" for withdrawal of all U. S. ground com­ 
bat troops from Vietnam but may have to revise it if 
Hanoi “significantly” escalates the war. 


"1 have chosen a plan for peace/* Nixon told a na­ 
tional television audience Monday night. “I believe it 
will succeed. 


“If it does succeed, what the critics say now will 
not matter. If it does not succeed, anything I say then 
will not matter.” 


He disclosed he had undertaken several secret con­ 
tacts with North Vietnam to try to break the stalemate 
in the Paris peace talks. 


These included a person-* 
al letter to the late Ho Chi 
Minh in which he urged 
an early resolution of this 
tragic war.” B u t Ho re­ 
plied, shortly before his 
death Sept. 3, with a de­ 
mand for settlement on his 
terms, and this initiative, 
like all the others, failed.
